LACK OF APPRECIATION.

Nine persons out of ten fail In the
eapuil.y for appreciation. They lack
ability to recognize the true meaning
and worth of art, music and good liter-
ature, and, what is still worse, they do
not appreciate or at least do not show
that they appreciate what their fellow-
men are doing in the world and some-
times what they are doing for them.
The revelation of this fact came long
ago to a great physician to body and
goul after he had put a group of ten
sick men in the way of receiving the
boon of restoration to health. But after
their sudden and joyous recovery only
one of them returned to thank his bene-
factor. Though the latter had had mor
than one experience of the ingratitude
of his fellow-men this remarkable in-
stance of it drew from him the com-
ment: “Were there not ten healed and
whers are the nine?”

This proportion, nine to one, has held
through the centuries, and it becomes
us to ask ourselves whether we belong
to the great majority or to the minority
and if we conclude, as most of us will
after honest self-searching, that we are
not as appreciative of othera as we
ought to be, we can at once take steps
factor. Though the latter had had more
just as the capacity to appreciate fine
music and beautiful statuary may be
cultivated, so it Is possible to foster
the habit of appreciating our fellow-
men.

Try it in the various ranges of life
in which you move, Begin, where the
opportunity s as inviting as anywhere
namely, in the home. If the child Jdoes
a good thing, masters a fault, conquers
a temptation, discharges a difficult
task. tell him that you appreciate the
deed. If a parent spends himself un-
sparingly In the interests of the chil-
dren. let the son or daughter stop long
enough to express gratitude. The day
s sure to come when you will wish you
had been more demonstrative, and then
it may be too late, If a servant is
capable and trustworthy drop & word
of encouragement now and then.

Wherever men and women work to-
gether In groups, as In shops, offices
or factories, there is a chance for ap-
preciativeness.

We have no sympathy with concerns
run on the principle that it is never
aafe to praise an employe, on the
ground that he or she will become un-
duly elated. The best results arise
when there is quick and genérous rec-
ognitlon of good work and of a cheer-
ful spirit. To be sure, no honest work-
man cares for flattery but on the other
hands there I8 a just yearning among
those tied down to some treadmill of
duty for something more than wages
at the end of the week, for even tne
slightest token of approbation from
those whose esteem |5 pralzed.

Tha same principle applies in all the
work of the world, to the minister who
often wonders whether his sermon came
anywhere near hitting the target, to
the physiclan who carries his patient
through a terrible crisis, to the office
holder who is certaln to receive plenty

Portland, Jan. T.—Upon motlon of
District Attorney John Manning the
indictments returned by the county
grand jury against Mayor Willlams
and the chief of police, Mr. Hunt, of
thig city, were today dismissed. Man-
ning also askal that Mayor Willlams
be fully exonernted of any nffense
charged in the indictment,

Manning In the course of his remarks
sald: “T fully renlize no man s above
the law, and If Mayor Willlams upon
evidencas sufficient in a court of law to
Justify a trial, Is presumably gullty of
any illegal act, T wonld be first to

rosecute him. But, after having care-
fully inveatigated the evidence upon
which this Indictment was predicated
I find nothing against the mayor that
would warrant me In trying this cuse
as I am satisfled that any jury waould
und ought to acquit Mayor Willlama,

and he be fully exonorated of any of -
fense charged In the Indictment.”
